This Bole, taken with two or three 
Spoonfuls of fome Cordial Julep, and re- 
peated at proper Diſtances, according to 
the Exigency of the Caſe, will be of ſingu- 
lar Service in ſeveral Hyſteric Diſorders. 
But its ptincipal Uſe is deſigned to pro- 
mote the Pains in Child-Birth, where they 
are otherwiſe lingering and defective ; in 
which Circumſtance it has been known to 
ſucceed ſurprizingly. But, before the Exhibi- 
tion of a Medicine of this Nature, one muſt 
be very cautious and circumſpe@, and per- 
fectly well aſſured, that the Fœtus is in no 
tranſverſe or preternatural Poſition, it be- 
ing to a miſchievous Purpoſe to bring on 
Pains that muſt neceſſarily be impotent, and 
where Manual Operation alone can be of 
any Aſſiſtance.
